REPORT TO ALUMNI - APRIL, 1969 


M. Sue Kern, Chairman, Division of Nursing 
It has been an eventful year at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s and one of the 
events was my arrival in February of this year. I appreciate your warm welcome 


very much and look forward to working with you for Our Alumni and Our 
Hospital. 
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Major events relating to nursing have occurred: 1) The last class from our 
School graduated in September; 2) Miss Payne retired to Florida at Thanks- 
giving time after 15 great years dedicated to the School and Hospital; (3 The 
formal agreement with the University of Illinois College of Nursing was 
renewed and half of their students had experience in our Hospital; 4) Associate 
Degree students from Crane had a brief experience with us and plans are 
underway for more time starting next fall; 5) The Board of Education Practical 
Nursing Program has continued and been a very rewarding relationship for 
us; 6) Miss Ruth Johnsen moved from the School of the Division Office and 
is responsible for coordinating all of the nursing student programs affiliating 
with us and is the Division of Nursing’s liaison person with the Alumni; and 
7) I have been appointed an Associate Professor in the University of Illinois 
College of Nursing and other appointments will be made as our relationship 
develops. 


The fate of the School of Nursing building (Schwepve-Sprague Hall) is 
still not settled. It does seem to be generally agreed, however, that the only thing 
it can be used for is a purpose similar to the original one—academic programs. 
The Health Services Institute of the Chicago City College System is currently 
using the second and third floors and will probably expand to the fourth and 
fifth. One floor is being used for “on call” beds and others for staff housing. 


Recruitment of registered nurses is more of a challenge without our gradu- 
ates to draw from. Continuing problems are related to providing services from 
3:00 P.M. to 7:00 A.M. and on weekends—‘‘prime times” for family and social 
life! Steps we have taken in our recruitment efforts are: 1) launching a national 
advertising campaign in American Journal of Nursing and RN magazines; 
2) assistance with housing; 3) three weeks vacation; 4) $100 relocation allow- 
ance; 5) salaries of $630 to $680 per month plus differential of $60 to $80 for 
evening and night work; 6) increased tuition reimbursement plan for part-time 
study; and 7) scholarship program for full time study. Your support of the 
scholarship fund will be avpreciated, and, most of all, we will welcome any of 
you not working to join us. 

The Division of Nursing is planning major efforts in developing Depart- 
ments of Community Health Nursing and Research and Education in Nursing. 
It is our hope that both will reflect in an improved program of nursing care 
for patients in all areas. 

The Hospital has continued to identify its role and implement programs 
in the areas of community service, education and research. In the area of com- 
munity service another neighborhood health center and a plan for post-hospital- 
ization care are developing. In the area of education plans for nursing have 
already been outlined: The Health Services Institute headquartered in 
Schweppe-Sprague Hall has been encouraged and actively supported. It pro- 
vides seven Associate in Arts Degree programs and 13 short-term programs in 
allied health services. 

There is great interest and commitment to development in the area of 
medical education. To that end the Jelke-South Center Building has been 
developed and completed as a medical teaching and research building. Also, an 
additional two floors will soon be added to the Jelke-South Center Building 
and five more floors added to the Professional Building. 

The Hospital recognizes a shortage of beds and inadequate patient care 
facilities. Expansion will be geared toward making patient care units more 
pleasant for both patients and staff. In the meantime, existing facilities have 
been up-graded in many areas and others will soon see changes for the better. 
Patient room furniture has all been replaced or replacements are on order. The 
Gift Shop and Tea Room are new, and the Departments of Pharmacy and 
Volunteer Services will soon be in new and enlarged quarters. 

The Hospital is attempting to purchase all property east to Ashland and 
north to Flournoy. Major expansion will be to the east and there should be 
something definite to report next year. The Loyola Dental Building has been 
purchased and will be available in June. Use of that building or grounds has 
not definitely been determined. 

Next year should yield an even more exciting report and I feel honored 
to be a part of the effort. Again, thank you for your welcome and your support.

Dear Friends: 


PRAISE THE LORD!!! We have the new car. All Babimbi had been 
praying for it. The Lord got the credit for it. The car itself received a great 
welcome. The car has been danced around, sung to, and prayed over. 

This recent short summer furlough was far too short Stateside. I could 
only see half of my friends and family. The other half will come first next 
time. 

On this side, I was gone too long. The two babies that had come in during 
my absence had both died. Many others were not doing well. Shopping for 
supplies made me realize the cost of progress in developing countries—Every- 
thing had gone up from sewing thread to government-controlled salaries. That’s 
another problem I’ll have to depend on the Lord to solve for us. 

The Babies were my first concern. Sardines brought the nearly dead one 
back to life so quickly we could hardly believe our eyes, accustomed though I 
am to sardines performing miracles. The rest are doing well, too. So the babies 
continue to be the most important thing I do as far zs Babimbi is concerned. 

The first big project was the processing of 1,000 small children for a study 
in immunizations carried out by the OCEAC. Pray that it may go well and be 
of as much help as is anticipated. The hospitality of ten people in the jungle, 
especially as some have never been there before, will no doubt be an experience 
for all of us. Here’s hoping I don’t forget any of the essentials. 

If the mails do not fail me, this should do you for Christmas. We are just 
as apt to sing Christmas carols in July as December. While peace on earth may 
sound like an empty song to so many at this season, it is very real to those who 
have learned that it is something inside one that doesn’t depend on outside 
circumstances, and it is the gift of Christ whose birth we celebrate. I guess that 
is part of what makes it pass understanding. But I know it is real, and pray 
that it will be yours during this merry season, and through all that comes in 


the New Year.

Dear Alumni: 


___ As _ you can see by the letterhead, I am presently stationed aboard the 
U.S.S. Repose Hospital Shiv. We are stationed off the coast of Viet Nam. I 
received the Alumni News and Views, but we lost some of our mail in the 
water and your letter arrived somewhat dampened. I would certainly like to 
hear from other grads of P.S.L., especially those in the service. 


I graduated in 1966 in the last of the three year classes. I then joined the 
U.S. Navy Corps and served two years active duty at the naval hospital. Quonset 
Point, Rhode Island. I came to the hospital ship in December, 1968. We’ve 
been very busy caring for both American and South Viet Namese patients. 
Casulty nursing is different than elective nur-ing care that is done in most 
hospitals stateside. 

Our wards are small in space, but large in capacity. We have only two 
regular hospital beds on the ship, and these are used in the intensive care ward. 
The rest of the beds are bung-type stacked two and three high. The ambulatory 
patients automatically go into the upper rack. 

We are busy almost every minute of the day. The patients come to the ship 
via helicopter. The emergency litters are taken from the tragic area to the x-ray 
department and then to the recovery room where they receive both pre- and 
post-operative immediate care. We have three O.R. rooms on the ship with one 
room capable of handling two orthopedic cases at cne time. All nurs2s work 
the recovery room on a call basis for P. M.’s and nights. We receive as many 
as 50-75 patients a day, all of which are not emergencies but which are seen by 
the medical staff. There are 29 nurses aboard the Repose, and at present we are 
working eight hour days, six days a week, with R. R. call twice a week, which 
means you probably work an extra eight hour shift on two days. 

It is very challenging and interesting. I would like to hear more about 
what has happened and is happening at P.S.L.H.

HOSPITAL HAPPENINGS 


ALLIED HEALTH PROGRAM 


P.S.L.H. has entered into a new phase of community service. It provides 
the clinical training in allied health fields for the course of the Chicago City 
College. At present there are nearly 300 students enrolled. During its first 
year there were more than 100 graduates. Among them were inhalation therapy 
aides, transfusion therapy technicians, pharmacy aides, unit clerks, and occupa- 
tional therapy aides. The hospital-college cooperative effort will be expanded 
to include the two year associate degree programs in nursing and inhalation 
therapy and a one year operating room technician’s course. They are one out 
of sixteen hospitals and medical institutions involved with the Allied Health 
Program. 


Administrators and hospital personnel have sent back favorable reports. 
They cite that the trainees are well prepared in classroom and clinical experi- 
ence. They are flexible, responsible individuals well prepared to do a job. 
The trainees are assured of good jobs with starting salaries ranging up to 
$500 per month. 


HOPE FOR PARKINSONISM 


The effectiveness of an experimental drug as a new means of treating 
Parkinson’s disease is being studied at PSLH. Dr. John S. Garvin and Dr. 
Harold L. Klawans are conducting the clinical trials of L-Dopa. Recent 
tests with L-Dopa have shown that the disease symptoms can be dramatically 
controlled. L-Dopa is still an experimental drug, approved by the F.D.A,, 
and is not in general distribution. 


HEART TRANSPLANT 


Chicago’s second heart transplant operation on December 27, 1968 was 
performed by a team of 30 surgeons, physicians, nurses and technicians headed 
by Dr. Hassan Najafi at PSLH. PSLH performs almost two thirds of the 
heart surgery in Chicago. Dr. Najafi began his work in heart transplantation 
in 1961 and has performed approximately 50 transplants on animals in the 
hospital laboratories. After the hospital had determined the feasibility and 
value of a heart transplant operation, it took four months before the proper 
recipient-donor combination could be found. The operation is not unlike many 
of the more routine procedures which are performed every day in this dynamic 
medical center. More than 4000 individuals in more than 35 departments 
were required to provide the care for this patient. 


KIDNEY RESEARCH IN THE HIMALAYAS 


Dr. I. Drummond Rennie, Renal and Nutrition Section, spent five weeks 
on a mountain-climbing expedition to combine pleasure with business. As part 
of a twelve man team, Dr. Rennie conducted research on the effects of high 
altitude on the protein level of urine. Dr. Rennie has been in kidney research 
since 1965. He plans to return with another scientific-climbing expedition in 
the future to try to scale a 26,000 foot mountain which has never been climbed. 
He has been mountain-climbing since his under-graduate days.

Hong Kong 
August, 1969 
Dear Friends at home, 

“Happy Birthday to you” has been sung to me repeatedly since this past 
May. Chinese friends have insisted upon celebrating my Big Birthday this 
year. I am not quite certain if the “Big” refers to advancing years or increase 
in stature! Perhaps in ages past, not many Chinese women reached the mature 
age of sixty, hence the custom of a special celebration for those who did. 


The Lord willing, I. expect to leave Hong Kong about mid-September 
for my fifth furlough. My last trip to the States was in 1965. The Orient has 
a way of slowing folk down a bit, especially after 32 years; hence I am 
looking forward to quiet visits with sweet fellowship. 


This week is graduation. There are 68 fine boys and girls leaving our 
Primary school. Some are Christians, but many continue to postpone a definite 
decision. About 400 tots from Kindergarten are being promoted to Primary 


One. 


There will be three weeks of Summer School. The Autumn term opens 
September Ist. After that—packing, farewells, closing the flat, etc. With each 
succeeding furlough, I encounter increasing difficulty in taking my body to 
America while leaving my heart in Hong Kong. I covet your prayers not only 
for me as I go, but for the faithful co-workers left in charge of the work.

PRESBYTERIAN NURSE FINDS SHARING ISN’T LOSING 


Ruth Flinn (Pres. 1944) has been described as a person who shares. 
Ruth, who is a staff nurse at PSLH and a volunteer Red Cross worker, was 
honored by the Chicago Tribune for her endeavors. She spends a week of 
her vacation as a health nurse for the Youth Training Center of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. Ruth returned to high school at the age of 32 and then went 
on to nurses training. She has worked at the Neuropsychiatric Institute of 
the University of Illinois Hospital. Five years ago she returned to PSLH 
where she works as a surgical and intensive care nurse. She also teaches mother 
and baby care classes which she says is the most enjoyable part of her career. 
“When you share something you have, you never divide it.” 


A ‘FAMILY’ FOR PROBLEM BOYS? 


Linda Griesbach MacMillian (PSL-1961) shares a dream with her hus- 
band Kip, a worker in the youth division of the Evanston, Illinois police 
department. Kip and Arthur Sontag, a school social worker, are concerned 
about the children who have bad home environments. They have a plan and 
are now raising funds to establish a boy’s residential home in Evanston. The 
home would be like the child’s natural home with both men and their wives 
acting as “parents”. 

They have interested other people in this idea and have developed an 
Evanston Home committee that includes a child psychiatrist, vice president 
of a junior college, three local school officials, two alderman, and two social 
workers. The plan also calls for help for the parents to correct the family 
situation so these children can return home. 

It is a big dream but we feel that these two men, with the help of their 
wives will make it come true. 


NAME GENTER FOR MRS. LUDEMAN 


The late Elizabeth Everett Ludeman, (S.L. 1930) was the first president 
of the Illinois Association for the Mentally Retarded. Gov. Richard Ogilvie 
has signed into law a bill which will establish a new institution for mentally 
retarded children which will be named The Elizabeth Ludeman Mental Re- 
tardation Center, and will be opened in 1971 in Park Forest, Illinois.This is 
the first facility in the nation to be named after a parent of a retarded child. 
IAMC President, John Greene said, “the naming of this, the first of the new 
institutions in Mrs. Ludeman’s name, is a fitting memorial to this great woman 
who provided outstanding leadership to the movement that literally changed 
history for the mentally retarded in Chicago, in the state of Illinois, and in 
the entire nation, 

Dr. and Mrs. Ludeman’s interest grew out of the condition of their own 
son, James, now in his twenties, who is a resident of the Linsolin School for 
the Retarded. Mrs. Ludeman organized many groups of parents and was on 
the board of the National Association of Retarded Children. She was killed 
in an auto accident on the way home from one of these meetings in 1952. 
Dr. Paul Ludeman still lives on the south side of Chicago. 

The facility will be a break-through in design concepts and will be built 
as 52-four bedroom ranch-style houses. Eight children will live in each, with 
two child care aids assigned to each.
